‘The {nel- 
dent placed the first serious dam- 
per ps the imported American 
aport.. 


Adverse Conditions. ° 


So far the principal participants 
in the sport have been faddists and 
publicity agents and some alr ex- 
perts declare that the larger num-| 
ber of adverse conditions tn Eng- 
land, coupled with the already high~ 
ly developed system of private 
ownership of airplanes, both’ for’ 
commercial and sport purchases, 
will overshadow the’new sport. 
is pointed out that a large num- 
ber of people in England. already
